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Three  years  ago,  on  April  15th,  KPFA  celebrated  its  first  anniversary  of  broadcasting. 
It  was  a  quiet  celebration,  and  the  title  of  the  Folio  article  remarking  on  the  event  was, 
"No  Flowers,  Please."  Somehow,  April  15th,  1953— KPFA's  fourth  anniversary— slipped 
by  uncelebrated  and  unremarked.  Rather  like  a  guilty  husband,  we  must  admit  that  we 
simply  forgot  it— affirming  at  the  same  time  that  if  we  had  it  all  to  live  over  again  we 
wouldn't  want  it  to  be  a  bit  different.  So  much  for  the  Fourth  Anniversary.  No  comments, 
please. 

Consistent  with  the  impulse  to  change  things  in  the  springtime,  this  issue  of  the  Folio 
presents,  not  a  new  face,  but  a  new  interior.  The  map  of  Treasure  Island  on  the  inside 
of  the  front  coverpage  will,  we  hope,  be  of  interest  and  use  to  both  young  and  old  in 
connection  with  the  rebroadcast  of  the  seventeen  readings  from  Robert  Louis  Stevenson's 
novel.  The  series  is  scheduled  to  begin  Monday,  April  20th,  at  7:30  p.m.  The  Folk  Music 
Series,  a  weary  four-year  veteran,  is  being  retired,  and  a  new  series  of  live  programs  once 
a  week  will  be  devoted  to  folk  singers  and  instrumentalists.  The  program  series  present- 
ing works  for  the  organ  is  being  shifted  from  Friday  to  Monday  evenings.  The  Commen- 
tators Series,  formerly  broadcast  at  7:30,  will  now  be  broadcast  at  8:00  p.m.,  Monday 
through  Friday.  Some  of  these  changes  seem  relatively  minor;  we  note  them  here  by 
way  of  warning,  knowing  the  frustrations  attendant  upon  tuning  in  at  a  customary 
time  for  a  program,  only  to  find  that  it  has  been  rescheduled  for  another  time.  In  this 
connection,  yet  another  program  shift  should  be  noted.  The  series,  Ways  of  Mankind, 
has  been  moved  from  Thursday  to  Tuesday  evenings  at  7:30. 

Works  by  the  young  painter,  Dale  Joe,  are  on  display  at  the  KPFA  studios.  Dale  Joe 
is  the  only  Bay  Area  artist  to  be  represented  in  the  great  international  exhibition  of 
drawings  now  touring  the  country. 

Special  mention  should  be  made  of  another  KPFA  concert  by  the  Griller  String  Quar- 
tet. On  Sunday,  April  26th,  at  7:55  p.m.,  the  Quartet  will  perform  the  widely  praised 
Quartet  #3  by  Ernest  Bloch.  On  Saturday,  May  2nd,  at  8:00  p.m.,  the  first  program  in  an 
occasional  series,  Old  Music  with  Old  Instruments,  will  be  broadcast.  The  instruments 
to  be  heard  in  this  first  program  include  lute,  viols  and  virginals.  O  hey  ding-a-ding  time!
